TUNG WA HOSPITAL EXTENSION, 
LAYING THE ‘FOUNDATION STONF. 


This’ afternoon a large number of the com- 
munity, both British and Chinese, assembled at 
Po Yan Street to witness the ceremony. of 
the laying of .the foundation stone of 
the Tung-Wna Hospital Extension, Amongst 
‘those present were the Acting Chief Justicé, 
the Hon. W.M., Goodman, Sir Thomas Jack. 
son, Dr, Atkinson, Principal Civil Medical: 
Officer, Dr. Bateson Wright, the Hon. J. H. 

’ Stewart Lockhart, C.M,G., Colonial Secretary, 
the Hon, R. Dy Ormsby, Director of Public 

» |Works, the Hon, Ev R. Belilios,.C.M.G., the 
Ion, Dr. Ho Kai, the Italian Consul, the Por- 
tuguese Consul, Messrs, J J. Francis, Q.C.,'

to meet the fast growing needs af the hospital 
on the other side of the rond'marks an event of 
no insignificant’ importance to those for whom 
the Tung-Wa Hospital was primarily founded. 
With the conpletion of the building on the site 
will be seen the aduption uf the plan so felici- 

ously sugested by your Excellency for “the 
better accommodation of women patients” since 
itis proposed to embrace within its’ walls 
wards for the treatment of midwifery cases and 
an operating. room for the more yeneral hand-- 
ling of surgical cases, oe ' :

* expression of great obligation under which the 
Directors of the Hospital have been placed by 
- the very liberal response accorded to their 
appeal for the Funds of this institution, permit 
. me-now, first of all, to publicly thank Your 
. Excellency for that © hearty desire to assist” 
which was.no S00, romised than fulfilled. 
For it is due to Excellency that the 
Chinese, ommuny ve obtained: this vatu- 
able site free af’cost from Government. Nor 
are they. less ‘grateful to you for opening the 
subscription list with your generous donation, 
An example so conspicuously set was sure to be 
fruitful of good results, In this the Directors 
have cause for much gratifigation. The com- 
munity regardless of race or creed came: for- 
ward with their contributions with a liberality 
truly remarkable and within 3 months no less 
an amount than $80,000 has been subscribed, 
To all thase who Have so generously sithscribed 
we say in the works ofthe Shi-King “on you 
henceforth shall ceascless blessings bide,” 
Having regard to the fact that one of the con- 
ditions of this free grant of land, whiclr Your 
Excellency has been instrumental in obtaining, 
is that the building should be completed within 
18 months from tha date of the .grant, the 
Directors feel that thout $9 much substantial 
aid from dne and all,/it would have been practi+ 
ful in carrying out the proposed enlargement 
of the hospital now so sorely needed. It would 
be ungracious of me were | to omit the indivi- 
dual names of certain gentlemen who were 
particularly energetic in their assistance with 
the subscription ist. 1 therefore desire to 
mention the nimes of Messrs, Lo-chi-tin, Li 
Yeuk-chuen, Chan Pick-tsin, Li ‘Sau-pin, Ho 
Fook and Ho Kam-tong in this connection, 
The Directors remember that when they had 
the honour of being presented to ‘Your Excel- 
lency early this year, you stated that you re- 
cognized the difficulty of securing that change 
which means progress and improvement among 
a people so tenacious of their customs as the 
Chinese. I think that were we to look back 
_ into the history of this institution, there can be 
- little reason to doubt that “Eximple is: better 
that precept," far, however, depp seated native 
sentiments might be in favour of unscientific 
methods of medica} treatment, the results of 
skill and superior methods gs practiced by 

Western nations though:. slowly have surely 

found their way'into te Tung Wa, and this 

furnishes an ¢xcuse for giving.a short sketch 
of.its history, 

In 1851 atemple was erected for the -recep- 

It soon, however, de-- 
veloped into a kind of native liospital to which 
Chinese were taken in a-smoribund condition,

While .re- 
commending a series of improveinents in the in- 
teralaffairs of the Hospital, the majority of the 
Gommigsioners conclude by saying that it has 
done excellent work in the past and that, if the 
improvements they have recommended are 
adopted, it will be able in the future to con- 
tinue its good work with still greater efficiency 
and ‘with. increased benefits .to the 
indigent suffering Chinese, for whose welfare 
the Hospital was established,” :

Summarizing, therefore, the history of the 
Tung Wa, we find in ‘the first establishment of 
& permarient institution by the Chinese for the 
treatment of the sick I have goud reason to 
believe that itis not only the first hospital of 
its kind in Hongkong, but also throughout 
China, That it-owes its existence to, und is 
dependent for its enlargement upon, the 
benevolent. spirit of Chinese Mercharts and 
Compradores—the originators of the scheme— 
-generously aided by all other sections of the 
ommunity andthe helpful influence of a 
Government ready to do the greatest good to 
the greatest number, ‘Fhe Tung Wa Hospital 
shows that the Chinese mind is not insusceptible 
of good influence, and let us hope thavit will 
long ¢ontinue in its career of usefulness and 50! 
merit the good-will which it has carned froma 
well-disposed Community. Let us trust also 
that its example will bear good fruit in the 
more remote parts of China, principally in the 
adoption of a scientific treatment of such cases 
as medical skill can cure and. in saying this 1

‘STRANDING OF THE “ SAMSHUI.” 
re ‘ 


ON THE WEST. RIVER, 


As the West River steamer Shamshur was 
proceeding up the West River, having left 
Hongkong at 5 pms last Monday, with an iron 
lighter intow, She struck a sand bank, on the 
bank of the river almost opposite Chungkung | 
and a little above Dosing, on the morning of 
Wednesday the 22nd instant, at 4 o'clock. 
After making several unsuccessful attempts to 
yet off, she flew signals a istress 
‘ ICH were ANSWCTEL at 10,30 am 
by & sinall launch whick was coming round 
the bend of the river from Wuchow. The 
lighter was cast ‘loose ‘and anchored a shont 
distance down the stream, and preparations 
were made to haul the Sumshus of, These 
were completed and the Samshui floated by 
11.45 am. After picking up the lighter she 
was again underway for Wuchow by 12.15, 
arciving at her destination at 4 pm. Passengers 
were allowed an hour ashore and the boat left 
AL 5 p.m. , Z : 

Proceeding down the river, ‘on her return 
trip to Hongkong, with fine and clear weather 
at 7.30 she went aground again on a sand 
bank, about half a mite up the river beyond 
the one she had previously discovered but on 
the opposite side of the river, that is on the 
same bank asthe town of Chungkung. From 
ithe deck of the steamer the place of the 
previous incident could be seen, The engines 
were reversed and an attempt made to refloat 
the vessel, which were unsuccessful. Matters 
were allowed to remain until the morning of 
the 23rd ‘when another atlempt was made b 
lightening her ‘of her. ballast stones, which 
were thrown overboard and of her goal, which 
was put on the lighter, the lighter then bein, 
anchored down the stream. A small launc 
named the Sun Chow attempted to pull her 
‘off but did not succeed being far too small 
for the purpose. “At Io,jo a.m. the Canton 
steamer Wafoo from Wuchow, hove in sight 
and was signalledto for help. Both steamers 
then attempted to pull the Samshkui off 
but without success. The Sunchow seeing 
she could not render any more assistance 
proceeded on herway. As the two steamers 
could not get the “SamsAud afloat, arrange: 
ments were made for the four foreign 
passengers, Mr. and Mrs, Althusen, Mr, Joseph 
Walton, M.P. and Mr. R. W. Borthwick on 
on board the Wofoo together with thelr luggage, 
the latter vessel leaving for Canton at 11.45 a.m, 
The steamer Wauchow belonging to the same 
company as the Samshué was passed at 6.30 
p.m. near Suiking, she was signalled to and 
stopped, a boat from the Wofro reported ta 
the captain of the Wuchow the position in 
which the Samshu/ was lying and expecting 
-relief from them, , ‘ 

Samshui was reached at 10 p.m, where the 
British - Consul, Mr. Fox, and the Custom 
-officers very kindly offered: any assistance that 
might be required and furnished the ship- 
wrecked voyagers with some provisions. The 
Wofoo arrived at Canton at 7.30 am. on Friday 
when-the passengers disembarked,

: INQUEST AT THE MAGISTRACY, 


_ Yesterday afternoon, .an inquest. was ‘held 
into the circumstances attending the deaths of 
Privates Jordan and Jones, particulars of which 
were recently Teposted, 

Major Riley R.A. M?C. and Major Me: 
Mahon R. W. F. occupied seats on the bench 
with Mr. Gompertz, the Acting Coroner. 

Inspector Cuthbert had charge of the case 
and called as the first witness, 

Private Arthur Walkers, employed on 
garrison police duty, who said he knew Private 
Jordan and had last seen him at, 11.20 pan. on 
the rth instant at the Praya East Hotel He 
was then. in good health and seemed sober. 
On leaving the Hotel he went in the 
direction of Bluc Buildings. “They did not 
speak to: each other, He had not, seen 
him since, nor had he seen the body. When 
he saw him going to Blue Buildings he wi 
watking steadily along the water front, witness 
was quite sure that it was Jordan. 

Gunner Herring, employed on garrison police 
duty, said he was on patrol duty on the night 
of the rgth inst, at the; Praya East Hotel, He 
saw a man come out of the Hotel; the last, 
Witness told him it was private Jordan, al'G” 


-|Co, Jordan appeared to be sober when he 


came out and turned towards Blue, Build- 
ings, walking along under the verandahs, he 
was slone, 
At the time deceased was dressed in khaki 
and had a stick in his hand; he was walking at 
amedium pace... : 

Private Jasper; sald he knew Jordan and 
had met him at 10.30 pm, on the 14th instant, 
between the Post Office and Clock. lower, they 
only passed the time off da}; he was sober at 
that time. He had not'seen him since, 

Private Harding R.A.F. gave evidence of 
having been in Jordan's, Company, in the 
Regimental Canteen atg p.m. on the ryth inst. 
where they had had four pots between three 
men. He was not perfectly sober at that tine, 
and said he was yoing into the town, That 
was:the last time he had‘seen him alive, but 
he had.seen the body after vit was exhumed. 
He came-to the conclusion that the body w 
that of Private yore because it had a dar 
brown moustache and the arms were tattooed. 

Private Edward jones gave evidence of ha 
ing been in Jordun’s company in the ba 
room on the night oftthy 14th inst, and afte 
“wirrds. having yone to the Canteen'with him 
when they had four pots of beer Between three 
of them. Jordan left the Canteen at 9 p.m. with | 
the expressed intention of going into town, .He 
staggered when he got up from the form to go 
out, fle had‘seen the body of Jordan when is 
was exlumed he knew it by the hands being 
wrinkled, as they used to'be when Jordan was 
alive. ; an 

‘Major Morria RLW.F, came in at 3.50 pm, 
and took his seat beside the Coroner. 

_P/C, Lacock gave evidence of having dis- 
covered the body at 7.15 a.m., or thereabouts, 
on the 18th instant, on the foreshore at the 
rear of the. Naval Yard, with: the head’ and 
shoulders in the water, the legs and trunk out; 
it was dressed in khaki;he afterwards moved 
the bady to the Public Mortuary the same day, 
He was present when Dr, Atkinson saw the 
body. Ele was also present when the body 
was exhumed; he was sure it was the same 
body-as he had recovered from the harbour. 

Dr, Atkingon, Principal Civil Medical 
Officer,, gave evidence of eying examined: 
the body on the morning of the 18th inst. It 
had been jn the water for some days, the ‘skin 
was atl blanched and sqdden, the eyeballs 
were polnuding and ontho sight temple, be- 
side the cyey was a wound ; from appeamince it 
was impossible to say the cause of the wound ; 
it might have been caused after death’; on 
examing the organs, she stomach was found to 
be full of food, the heart looked as if death had 
been from shock, there was a fracture on the 
left side of the skull, also brutses on the left side 
at the back of the head cofresponding to ‘the. 
position of the fracture. There were no other 
marks of injury on the body. The. fracture of 
the akull was sufficient to induce the synocope 
which probably caused death. The fracture 
might ether have been the result 0} ti if 
coming into contact with some hard substance, 
It might have been caused by falling from a 
height. Could not say whether death took 
place befare or after the body entered the water, 
( was impossible to state whether much al- 
cohol had heen taken,, The body was 
identified at the Mortuary where it was 
entered as Private ,Henty Jones, ‘Witness: 
remarked at the “time it was rather 
a difficuleything to identify a body when ¢he 
features wero 80 disfigured, Death was not 
from drowning, He should say ‘the body had 
been in the water for at least more than two 
daya; he was told at the time the man had only 
been missing since Thursday night.
